COMES NOW defendant, Heather Dawn Huebner, pursuant to Iowa Rule 
of Criminal Procedure 2.1 1(5), and for her Motion for Bill of Particulars states the 
following: 

1. Defendant, Heather Huebner, is charged with the crimes of Count 1, 
Neglect or Abandonment of a Dependent Person, a class C Felony, in violation of 
Iowa Code § 726.3; and Count 2, Child Endangerment, an aggravated 
misdemeanor, in violation of Iowa Code § 726.6(1 )(a). 

2. According to Count 1 of the Trial Information, Ms. Huebner is accused 
of Neglect or Abandonment of a Dependent person by "knowingly or recklessly 
exposing K.H. to hazard or danger against which K.H. cannot be reasonably 
expected to protect herself." According to Count 2 of the Trial Information, Ms. 
Huebner is accused of Child Endangerment, in that she is alleged to have 
"knowingly acted in such a manner that creates a substantial risk to a child or 
minor's physical or mental health or safety."

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3. The Minutes of Testimony do not fairly identify the particular "hazard 
or danger" that defendant is alleged to have exposed K.H. to under Count 1 
does it sufficiently identify the particular act that defendant is alleged to have 
committed that created a "substantial risk" to K.H.'s physical or mental health 
safety nor does it identify the "substantial risk" that the state alleged was created. 

4. Additionally, the minutes of testimony allege that Ms. Huebner failed to 
provide her daughter with "necessary medical examination" but does not identify 
what the "necessary medical examination" is alleged to be. 

5. In order to fairly enable Defendant to prepare a defense to the charges, 
Defendant respectfully requests that the Court enter an order requiring the State to 
identify with particularity the following: 

A. The particular "hazard or danger" that defendant is alleged to 
have exposed K.H. to; 

B. The particular act that defendant is alleged to have committed 
that created a "substantial risk" to K.H.'s physical or mental 
health or safety; 

C. The "substantial risk" that the state alleged was created; 

D. The "necessary medical examination" alleged not to have been 
provided; 

E. The specific factual basis supporting (A) - (D). 
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WHEREFORE, Defendant requests hearing on his motion, and upon 
hearing, respectfully requests that his Motion for Bill of Particulars, be granted.
